The te-trial onthe Procurator’s 
appeal of Kim Eki-so who thraw 
abomb[? fired with a pistol} at 
General Tanaka when he landed 
at Shanghai on his return from 
the -Phitippines on March 23th.

Court at Nagasaki on November 

th. .

When the 
interpreter told Kim of the judg- 
ment, Kim, who had been quiet 
up to that moment, suddenly 
turned colour and became very 
excited.

Just before be was 
forced into the prison-van, he 
shouted to the stupefied crowd in 
Japanese that they could not 
suppress the Koreans by putting 
bin todeath.

“RELATIVE STABILITY” IN 
: COST OF. LIVING. 


Discussing the cost of living, 
the International weber 
Rerivw, the monthly publication 
of the Internationa] Labour 
Office of the,League of Nations at 
Geneva, states that, “the narrow 
range of the great majority of 
recent month-to-month fluctua- 
tions (in coat of living and retail 
prices) shows that a period of 
relative stability has been 
reached. With the excepsion of 
Gormany, Austria, and Poland, 
where prices are continuously 
and rapidly on the increase under 


the influence of special causes,| 


the latest figures for cost of 
living show a diract movement 
not exceeding about 5 per cent in 
either direction when compared 
with she first quarter of this year.” 
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“NONSENSE” ABOUT 
EGYPTIAN PYRAMIDS, 
Professor Flinders Petrie and 

~ Forced Labour. 


“Slavery in Egypt never attain- 
ed the serious ‘and infamous pr>- 
portions that obtainad in Greece 
and Italy,” said Professor Flinders 
Petrie at the first of a series of 
lectures on "Social life in ancient 
Egypt,” at London University | 
College, lagt- month. Much 
nonsense, he said, bave been. 
written about the oopression of | 
the people, their tears -and groans 
during the building of the 
Pyramids. There was no great 
hardship. The forced labour was 
taken a’ the time of the inundation 
of the Dalta, when the men could 
not workontheirlaads. Probably 
each man gave, his fabour o. 
two occasions only during 
his lifetime. The building of 
the causeways occupied tan years 
and the. Great Pyramid 
twenty yeats. (rreat organisation 
cust have been required. The 
people gained ‘immensely by 
united action and the technicel 
skill which they acquired. 

The Egyptians, continued Pro- 
fessor Petrie, were originally a 
hunting people, and the desire to 
protect their hunting grounds Jed 
to the orgavisation of smalf-com- 
munities under chiefs. There 
followed the corn basis‘of society, 
when the land wes formed into 
city States and core was the 
medium of exchange. The city 
States came by conquest onder 
the domination of kings. The 
Greeks remarked on the extreme 
regard which the kings of Feypt 
bad for the laws. Probsbly the 


‘| city States, in accoosing the over- 


lordship of a king. made certain 
conditions. In the same way, tho 
City of London had obtained its 
charter as a condition af recog- 


nising William the Conqueror, and }- 


to this day the King bad to ask 
permission to enter the City.
